9. How much money has been spent 
to promote coin-operated drycleaning 
in the twin city area since its start? 

Very little has been spent on pro- 
moting coin-operated drycleaning in 
the Benton Harbor-St. Joseph area. In 
the original installation which started 
in January 1960, and operated by 
Barlow’s Cleaners, about $60 a week 
was spent on newspaper and _ radio 
promotion for a period of about 10 
weeks. Since that time there has been 
little promotion by Barlow. 

In my installation at Julie’s Coin-Op 
I spent approximately $250 on Grand 
opening promotions in February 1961. 
Since that time I have been spending 
$10 weekly on local radio spots.
